Rack.  Up  Five  Championships

Hinga's  Hustlin'  Hotshots  proved  to  be  one  of  the  best  teams  North  Side 
has  ever  produced  as  they  posted  a  23-4  record  and  won  five  championships. 
Foremost  among  their  many  achievements  in  the  1953-54  season  was  topping 
the  Eastern  Division  of  the  Northern  Indiana  Conference;  it  marked  the  first 
time  that  North  had  ever  won  the  conference  title. 

The  Redskins  also  continued  their  domination  of  the  city  teams  by  annexing 
the  city  crown  for  the  third  straight  year.  Another  trophy  which  the  Tribe 
brought  back  to  "Teepeeland"  was  that  presented  for  winning  the  Frankfort 
Holiday  Tourney.  The  Red  Wave  copped  the  sectional  tourney  for  the  first 
time  in  four  years  as  they  edged  Concordia  in  an  overtime  thriller,  59-56. 
They  also  won  the  third  regional  crown  in  the  school's  history  and  the  first 
one  in  12  years. 

Another  honor  which  was  bestowed  the  team  was  the  "best  in  the  state" 
rating  in  the  final  Associated  Press  poll  of  the  season;  throughout  the  season, 
the  cagers  had  been  Included  in  the  top  ten  in  the  state. 

Although  Henry  Chapman  copped  individual  scoring  honors,  team  balance 
was  a  trademark  of  the  Redskins.  Every  member  of  the  starting  five.  Chapman, 
Charley  Lyons,  Ron  Aldridge,  Larry  Koehl,  and  George  Taylor,  was  leading 
scorer  of  at  least  one  game. 

The  All-City  team  was  dominated  by  North  too,  as  Koehl,  Chapman,  and 
Lyons  were  chosen  to  the  mythical  squad;  and  the  future  looks  bright  for 
Big  Domers  as  Koehl  is  the  only  senior  on  the  roster.  He  will  be  missed 
next  year.
